He then said: - 


“I cannot imagine’. why the 
authorities should send ‘such a 
message at the last moment. It.is 
disgraceful, for with my 9%4-ton 
car packed on board it is impos- 
sible to do anything but go through 
with the voyage. . 

“On January 7 Mr. E, P, Wood- 
bury, a member of the American 
A.A. Racing Committee, cabled:
